Lunacy (Ireland) Bill. 


MEMORANDUM. 

The object of the Bill is to correct a mistake in section six of 
the Lunacy (Ireland) Act. 1901, which is the reproduction of a 
mistake in section sixteen of the English Criminal Lunatics Act, 
1884, as printed in the revised edition of the statutes. 

A criminal lunatic is defined by the English Act of 1884 as 
“ prisoner whom a Secretary of State or the. Admiralty has, 
in pursuance of any Act of Parliament, directed to be removed to 
“ an asylum or other place for the reception of insane persons.” 

The word “ prisoner” in this definition is printed “person” in 
the revised edition of the Statutes, and this mistake is embodied in 
the definition of a criminal lunatic in section six of the Irish Act.
